Th e Wo rld To d a y 


A few decades ag o v ery few 
hemop hidiacs—or bleeders, as 
they are called—lived to be 20. 
Many of them now live nearly 
normal liv es. 
Hemop hilia was 
once called 
“ the 
disease 
of 
king s” because 
inbreeding 
in 
roy al families of Europ e p roduc­ 
ed a larg e number of p ersons 
with this hereditary defect. 
This disease is transmitted by 
mothers who are not bleeders 
to their sons. The disease may 
skip 
sev eral 
g enerations. 
In 
about 30 p er cent of all bleeders 
there are no known hemop hiliac 
ancestors. 
At least 11 elements in the 
blood are involved in clotting . 
In some bleeders, the anti-hemo­ 
p hiliac factor known as Factor 
VIII and in others Factor IX is 
deficient or absent. Since many 
p arents elect to hav e their sons 
circumcised before they leav e 
the hosp ital, it is imp ortant to 
test the child's clotting time be­ 
fore hav ing his done. 
When hemo philia is no t dis­ 
co v ered in this wa y , suspicio n 
is a ro used when a 
child 
is 
fo und to bruise ea sily o r when 
a mino r scra tch bleeds pro fuse­ 
ly . In so me children the dia g no ­ 
sis is ma de when he lo ses his 
first to o th. Aspirin sho uld nev er 
be g iv en to a bleeder beca use 
in such a perso n it ma y ca use 
a sev ere hemo rrha g e. 
Once the diag nosis is made 
it is imp ortant to p rotect the in­ 
fant from minor cuts and bruis­ 


es. The sides of his crib, p lay ­ 
p en and hig h chair should be 
p added and he must not be al­ 
lowed to hav e toy s with sharp 
edg es. Toy s made of fabrics, 
rubber or soft p lastic are best. 
The child's nails must be trim­ 
med frequently so that he can- 
scratch himself. Ev en scratch­ 
ing an insect bite may start a 
hemorrhag e. 
When 
he is old 
enoug h to be told about his dis­ 
ease, he must be conditioned to 
follow interesting but sedentary 
p uhsuits. The g oal is p rotection 
without ov erp rotection. 
Ma ny hemo philia cs ha v e po o r 
teeth. This ma y be due in pa rt 
to ea ting so ft fo o ds 
a nd 
no t 
brushing the teeth fo r fea r o f 
sta rting a hemo rrha g e. They 
sho uld brush with a so ft brush, 
but if a to o th must be pulled it 
sho uld be do ne in a ho spita l. 
Bleeding episo des a re trea ted 
with blo o d p lasma, who le blo o d 
tra nsfusio n 
o r concentrated 
Fa cto r VIII dep ending o n the 
circumsta nces. 
Recent studies indicate that 
if Factor VIII is g iven to a 
bleeder at birth, it may simu­ 
late a steady p roduction of this 
v ital element and p rev ent the 
child from being a bleeder. This 
cannot be done later 
in 
life.

WASHINGTON — Two months of Univ er­ 
sity of California student rallies, p icketing 
and sit-ins aimed 
a t ex p anding camp us p o­ 
litical activ ity bring to mind how far I’ve 
seen students g o p olitically in some foreig n 
countries. 
The California demonstrations and 
the 
civil rig hts activ ities org anized by students 
at some schools arise the question: Will 
U. S. camp uses ev entually become the p o­ 
litical hotbeds univ ersities already hav e be­ 
come in many other countries'* 
I was in Mex ico City a number of y ears 
a g o when the authorities were moving the 
Univ ersity of Mex ico from the center of the 
city to the suburbs. Mex icans told me this 
mo v e was in larg e p art aimed at g etting 
the students outside of the cap ital so their 
p olitical effectiv eness would be reduced. 
In an emerg ency , I was told. Mex ican 
g ov ernment troop s could bar the students 
fro m entering the central city . As long as 
the univ ersity was in the center of town, 
such control was p ractically imp ossible. 
The students ha d been held resp onsible 
fo r a ma jo r pa rt in precipita ting a series 
o f Mex ica n po litica l crises. 
At a no ther time, I wa s wa lking do wn a 
street in Hav ana, Cuba , (y ears before Cas­ 
tro ), when a so ldier with fix ed bay onet 
fo rced me to ma ke a deto ur. 
Unknowing ly , 
I’d been a bo ut to ta lk o n 
fine sidewalk in 
fro nt o f the univ ersity . Its students had 
been inv o lv ed in a series of demonstra­ 
tio ns a nd p olitical riots in which street cars 
a nd a uto mo biles ha d been o v erturned a nd 


destroy ed. The Cuban g ov ernment had iso­ 
lated the camp us with a ring of soldiers. 
In Panama, it was a g roup of students, 
infiltrated by Communists, who set off the 
p ublicized Panama Canal Zone rioting . 
In Saig on recently , students rioting re­ 
p ortedly p lay ed a p art in forcing Maj. Gen. 
Ng uy en Khanh to g ive up the p residency 
of South Viet Nam. Some of these students 
told me they p lanned to increase their p o­ 
litical activ ity . 
In the y ears I lived 
in Jap an before 
World War II. Che univ ersities and colleg es 
were hotbeds of p olitical op p osition desp ite 
strong efforts by the p olice. At one time, 
many of the schools had Communist cells. 
Many schools likewise had ex treme national­ 
ist student g roup s. 
In China in World W’ar II, I learned 
from Mao Tse-tung ’s men that the 
Red 
leader's own p olitical activ ist beg inning s 
were on a school camp us. A sizable chunk 
of early Red Chinese activ ity was among 
students. 
None of this is to imp ly that student p o­ 
litical activ ity in the countries I’ve rep orted 
from is alway s either left wing or rig ht 
wing . I do mean to sug g est fihat in many 
foreig n countries, student p olitical activ ity 
has been strong enoug h to help ov erthrow 
g ov ernments. 
In the foreig n countries I hav e been in, 
the students (rig ht wing , left wing or 
whatev er) usually were p rep ared to resort 
to violence in the heat of demonstrations. 
This was true, however moderate their lead­ 
ers intended to be when the mov ements 
were org anized.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Sup reme Court unanimously has 
g iven its most imp ortant civil 
rig hts decision since it declared 
p ublic school seg reg ation un­ 
constitutional 10 y ears ag o The 
1954 decision was also unani­ 
mous. 
The court Monday up held the 
constitutionality of a key section 
of the much foug ht-ov er 1964 
Civil Rig hts Act which forbids 
racial discrimination in p laces 
of p ublic accommodation. 
It ruled: hotels ar.d motels 
must serv e all races if their 
customers or food mov e in in­ 
terstate commerce. There may 
be some ex cep tions which don’t 
affect 
interstate 
commerce. 
They ’ll be few. The court didn't 
sp ell out details. 
The court could hav e reached 
its decision in one of two way s 
or both: the Constitution’s com­ 
merce clause g ives the g ov ern­ 
ment p ower to reg ulate inter­ 
state 
commerce; 
the 
14th 
Amendment g uarantees all cit­ 
izens equal treatment. 
The court based its decision 
on the commerce 
clause. But 
the road to Tuesday ’s action 
was 81 y ears long . 
After the Civil War quick ac­ 
tion was taken to g ive newly 
freed Neg roes equal rig hts. The 
13th Amendment to the Consti­ 
tution (1865) said they were cit­ 
izens; 
the 
14th 
Amendment 
(1868) said all citizens must g et 
equal treatment; and the 15th 
(187 0) said K’eg roes could r.ot be 
denied the rig ht to vote. 
Between 1866 and 1875 Con­ 
g ress p assed six civil rig hts acts 
to carry out the intention of 
those amendments. One, in 1875, 
said Neg roes must g et equal 
treatment in inns, amusement 
p laces and other p ublic accom­ 
modations. 
This was mear.t to backup 
the 14t h Amendment. But Ne­ 
g roes 
were 
discriminated 
ag ainst. 
It 
took 
them 
eig ht 
y ears to bring five such cases 
before the Sup reme Court. 
The court skip p ed ov er the 
commerce clause which it could 
hav e used — the p ower of the 
g ov ernment to reg ulate inter­ 
state commerce — and concen­ 
trated on the 14th Amendment’s 
g uarantee of equal treatment. 
It ruled that the 187 5 act for­ 
bidding discrimination in p ublic 
accommodations — under the 
14th Amendment’s equal p rotec­ 
tion _ only intended to forbid 
states to p ass discriminatory 
laws. The court held that it 
didn’t ap p ly to indiv iduals, like 
hotel or theater owners, who 
were thus left free to discrim­ 
inate. 
But one of those justices in 
1883 — John Marshall Harlan — 
dissented. He said an inn-keep er 
is "charg ed with certain duties 
and resp onsibilities to the p ub­ 
lic. The p ublic nature of his em­ 
p loy ment forbids him from dis­ 
crimination...’ ’ 
But after the 1883 decision of 
the court Cong ress p assed no 
other major leg islation ag ainst 
discrimination in p ublic accom­ 
modations until the summer of 
1964. even thoug h after the 1883 
decision states p iled up seg reg a­ 
tion laws. 
When President John F. Ken­ 
nedy sent his civ il rig hts bill to 
Cong ress in 1963 he said. "There 
is an ag e-old say ing that ‘p rop ­ 
erty has its duties as well as its 
rig hts.’ ” 


Kennedy asked in his messag e 
to Cong ress that discrimination 
in p ublic accommodations be 
forbidden under both the com­ 
merce 
clause 
and 
the 
14th 
Amendment. 
One of the main and most p er­ 
sistent arg uments ag ainst the 
1964 act was that telling busi­ 
nessmen they had to serv e all 
kinds of p eop le would dep riv e 
Americans 
of 
p ersonal 
and 
p rop erty rig hts. The act was 
p assed after a record Senate 
filibuster and sig ned into law by 
President Johnson last July 2. 
It ran into some quick de­ 
fiance 
and 
test 
cases 
were 
rushed to the court. Tuesday s 
unanimous op inion was written 
bv Justice Tom Clark. 


Instead of invoking the 14th 
Amendment, thus undoing 
the 
1883 op inion, since few motels or 
hotels can op erate without state 
or city reg ulation, Clark based 
his op inion on the p ower the 
commerce clause of the Consti­ 
tution g ives the g ov ernment to 
reg ulate interstate commerce. 
Some of the other justices, 
althoug h all ag reed in up holding 
the 1964 act's constitutionality , 
thoug ht Clark should hav e ruled 
under 
both 
the 
commerce 
clause and the 14th Amendment. 
Perhap s later, under some 
other kind of test of the act not 
imag ined now, the court will 
also rule under the 14th Amend­ 
ment.
